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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: first of all, "substantially" is an ambiguous word in 
which doesn't describe how synchronizing is between a BLUETOOTH wakeup time and CDMA wakeup time, thus the scope of the 
invention is not changed. The applicant contends that Ito reference doesn't teach the limitation of " substantially synchronizing a new 
BLUETOOTH wakeup time to said next CDMA wake up time when siad next CDMA wakeup time is earlier than a next BLUETOOTH 
wakeup time". The examiner again respectfully disagrees because Ito's figure 9 and 10 do show the situation where each time when 
CDMA wakeup time is earlier than BT wakeup time, and both wakeup time would occur with in a time duration. Therefore, if all the rejected 
claims are canceled, the application will be advanced to the stage of allowance and expedite prosecution. 
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
